SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

Hot Shots # 17 Meat Market is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

Hot Shots # t7 Meat Market explicitly depicts consensual sexual activity between 
males. One scene presents conduct that is significantly degrading and demeaning 
and significantly degrades and demeans a male participant. Sequences of this scene 
also present physical conduct in which sexual satisfaction is derived from inflicting pain 
and cruelty. In this scene a male is spat on, pushed and slapped, and sworn at by 
another male in association with sexual activity. The Classification Office considers 
that the manner, extent and degree of this presentation is such that the availability of 
the video recording is likely to be injurious to the public good. 

Having considered s32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 
(FVPC Act), the removal of this scene would be sufficient to prevent likely injury to the 
public good as long as the availability of the remainder of the publication is restricted 
to an adult audience. 

However the owner of the publication failed to respond within the specified period to 
the Classification Office’s excision notice and consequently the recommended 
excisions have not been made. 

It has been determined that si 4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR 
Act) applies to this particular video recording. The Classification Office considers that 
this classification is a reasonable limit on the rights and freedoms of si4 of the NZBR 
Act. 
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
